“THE DEAD GENERAL. 


THE BODY.TRANSFERRED TO NEW 
YORK. 


Gevew'y Thousand People Review the Remains in 
Aivany—The Procession to New York City— 
An Imposing 8Scene—-Confederate Qon- 
dolence From li Over the South. 


Aivany, N. Y., August 5.—Up to ten o'clock 
{his morning sixty thousand people had yi wed 
ane remains of General Graut. From early morn- 
Sng the throngs of Ftrangers wii had found places 
gor watching the funeral proce -‘on maintained 
their positions upon the steps ar. porticos and 
gwnines and The gun _ salute 
was fired early, and all through the forenoon the 
heavy booming at intervais bore to the crowd the 
gddec suggestion of the occasion that had drawn 


it together. Itis estimated that one hundred 
abousand strangers is in the old Dutch city, 
Field pieces and limbers, drawn by powerful 
horses, rolled through the streets to the capitol 
park. Mounted officers and their trappings were 
rousp:cucus on the streets. Business was partly 
BUS) ended. A committee from New York, about 
filty members of which were present at the meet- 
jng this morning, was presided over by ex-Goy- 
ernor Cornell. A letter from Mayor Grace was 
read, stating that the funds to provide for the ex- 
penses of the committee were‘expended, and that 
a place in the funeral procession from Forty- 
second street to city hall had been assigned them, 

The miles of people which began passing the re- 
yoains of General Grant in=the senate corridor at 
the capito!, when the doors were first thrown open 
yesterday afternoon, had not diminished at mid- 
night lastnight. The solid line of visitors entering 
from Washington avenue split at the foot of the 
casket, and in two files streamed out through 
the street portals until one o'clock 
this morning. Showers feil, but the throng 
had becn mainteined without diminution. After 
1 o'clock the crowds Jessened, and at 20’clock the 
guards on duty by4he coffin began to relax and 
siaud stease. After 2 o’clock the numbers were 
jess and less until, at 4o0’clock, the throng had 
sunk toa succession of stragglers. So few were 
there that more ‘ime was permitted to 
visitors to view the remains, 
So there was a comparative respite until 5 o'clock, 
when the stragglers were reinforced, and when it 
was 6 o'clock, 51,200 persons had viewed the ‘<re- 
mains, and a solid tide was again flow- 
ing, and two streams oi visitors were 
Buigir< past the casket. The line out- 
side the capitol building increased with the 
hours, until at 10 o'clock, the people, four abreast, 
reacicd down Washington avenue a full block to 
where thecoming throngs were formed in line by 
a Strong force of police. It is estimated that over 
71,000 people Viewed the remains in Albany. 

THE CONDITION OF THE BODY. 

The undertakers and embalmers heving imme- 
diate charge of the body of the dead general are 
alert, and not alittle anxious today, The jolting 
of the body over the cobblestone pavements on its 
pastaze to the capitol had no good effect. The 
lower iaw of the general’s tace is being kept in 
place, it is believed, by strong rubber bands, The 
face has a ghastly appearance, Every effort and 
Means kuown to their craft is being employed by 
the «mbalmers aid undertafFers to preserve the 
Yemains in such condition as will make it bot 
possibile and proper to display the remains in New 
York. 

Those in charge say that there isno doubt but 
ihis will be done, but there is some grounds for 
epprchension. The remains doubtless will be 
disp!asyed today in the city hall in New York, but 
obyious!y this iscontingent upon the care exer- 
cised iu trauspoiting the remains oyer the pave 
ments of New York. Ati10:50o0’clock this morn- 
ing the capitol doors Were swung shut. A com: 
pact line of waiting visitors which extended over 
a block, was shut off thus, and those who had en~ 
tered were permitted to passrapidly out when the 
State street doors were shut. None but the guard 
of honor from U. 8S. Grant post, Wheeler post, 
Saratoga, and six men of the military order oi the 
Loyal Legion, were allowed to remain, The un- 
dertakers now took charge, and so far as possible 
prepared the remains for the last stage of the jour- 
nev, Outside the capitol building in the park the 
military and other organizations, all of which 
were named in yesterday’s dispatches, were 
lorming at their stations, and many companies 
were filing to side streets, whence to move at the 
word of command. 

THE DEPARTURE FROM ALBANY. 

It was half past eleven when the great doors of 
the capitolswung openon the State street side, 
and a guard of hovor from the U.8. Grant post 
were seen by the waiting crowds with the remains 
inside the corridor. At this moment the funeral 
procession was formed on state 
Street with the right of the 
first division resting on Eagle street; the second 
division on State street, with the right resting on 
Eagie street, and the third division on the south 
Side of State street. Slowly, andjto the strains 0 
the trumpets the regulars and the euard of 
houcr moved out § into the sunlight 
upon the upper steps of the capitol. Thirteen 
men touching the casket, and sosurrounding and 
almost hiding it from view. The sombre car was 

iting at the footofthe steps in the street, Four 
nm were inside the car, and assisted in lilting 
> remains to the black dais within the mounted 
Tataleloue. Then Cotonel Beck and Major Brown 
ranged their companies of regulars on either side 
Ofthe car, The Grand Army guard took position, 
the trumpets rung oft, and the procession started 
ala messured pace down State street, the various 
Organizations falling into form the procession. 
Reachine Bri adway, amid the dull boom of can- 
HOn and the tolling and chiming of the bells in 
the steeples, the march lay through 
Broadway to Steuben street, and 
thence to the depot, Everywhere were dense 
thrones, ‘Tbe sons of General Grant and their 
companions of yesterday were driven to the depot, 
where the ‘ong black funeral train was awaiting 
its burden. The guns boomed while the remains 
Were being. placed in the car “Woodlawn,” and 
the bells tolled slowly. The committee from New 
York entered the cars. General Han- 
Cock and stefl were abeard, the regu 
lates were quartered, and the great train 
Was ready tostart. Atthe front of the fanera!l 
faip.asitiay at Albany, and while its burden 
Was being placed on it, was one of the monster 
locomotives that are run en the limited express 
Bi the New York Central.

casket. The heavy train began to move at ex- 
actly 12:30. At that instant a dirge came 
up to the ears of all in the train from the *band of 
the Jackson corps, that stood in line and saluted. 
Hundreds of persons standing nearest the tracks 
laid coins on the rails to have them flattened be. 
neath the wheek of the train that carried Gener- 
ai Grant on his Jast journey. On the roofs of the 
houses in the vicinity hundreds witnessed 
the start, and asthe black train rumbled across 
the long bridge of the Hudson, it was 
between two dense lines of people, who filled the 
foot path on either side. There was no clang jof 
bell, no scream of whistle. only a dull rumble of 
the wheels beneath the memorable train. Across 
the riyer were crowds of people. Shops and stores 
and factories had closed their doors to bttsiness. 
All who work and those of leisure seemed to have 
come out tostand with uncovered heads to be part 
of a scene never again to be enacted. The long 
swecping curve was rounded, and the black train 
straightened out level with the Hudson on its 
wey to the metropolis. Looking back from the 
engine cab, as the trailing train swept around 
the curve at Greenbush, the(leffect was thrilling 
and impressive, 

At every station crowds were assembled and 
stood with uncovered heads as the train passed by, 
The occupants of nearly every house visible from 
the train were on watch, and universal emblems 
of mourning were toseen. At all of the principal 
Stations guns were fired as the train passed, and 
at the garrison opposite West Point the entire 
body of West Point cadets, in uniform, with all the 
Ofiicers of the academy, were drawn up facing the 
railroad ata ‘“‘present arms,’’ while from the op- 
posite side of the river the flash and boom of heavy 
guns returned every five seconds. No stops were 
made. At no time were the whistle or bell. on the 
evgine sounded, and the train rolled into the 
Grand Central depot exactly on time. 

IN THE CITY. 

NEW YorK, August }.—The Grant funeral train 
arrived at Grand Central depot at 5 p. m. 

The catafalque and canopy used at Mount Me- 
Gregor reached New York city hall 
this morning, and was early placed 
in position in the corridor, immedi- 
ately behind the reartiron gate. The marble 
flooring surrounding it was covered with rubber 
carpet, designed to deaden the tread ofthe hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons who will pass around 
the bier while the body of the deceased lies there, 

The military methods proved infallible. The 
escort was ready at the Grand Central depot. On 
the stroke of five, the coffin was borne by the 
niem bers of the U. 8. Grant post to the vehicle in 
waiting. The members of the Loyal Legion and 
of the Wheeler post,accom pan ying, Behind these, 
marched company A, of the Fifth artillery, wnder 
command of Colonel Beck,and company E,Twelfth 
infantiy, Mejor Brown. General Hancock and 
bis siafl hed left the train from the opposite side, 
and passed through the gate into Forty-third 
street, where horses wese in waiting. Here they 

nounted and galloped to the head oi the proces 
sion on Fifth avenue, below Thirty-fourth street. 
The three sons of General Grant, Colonel Fred 
Grant, Jesse Grant and Ulyses8., had left the de. 
pot by the private way. Alltbeothers who had 
come with the train followed the remains out in 
double file. The citizens’ committee ofone hun- 
dred, ied by ex-Mseyor Cooper and ex-Govyernor 
Cornel), walked next. Behind them came Gov- 
ernor Hill and General Farnsworth and their 
elittering stafis, and the committecs of the house 
snd senate of the state. Ih Forty third street, 
ust] opposite the door that had been chosen as the 
exit,the catafalque waited. 

THROUGH THE STREETS 0} 

The procession then took up the line of march, 
and in the order and by the route as already pub 
lished, General Hancock at the head. Every stoop 
and railing that might furnish a point of observa- 
tion for sight seers was occupied. Every disman- 
tled lamp post had its tenant, and on the tele- 
eraph and electric poles boys hung everywhere. 
AS the coffin passed heads were 
bared. The huge crowd was silent, 
absolutely voiceless. From far ahead, however, 
was heard the quarreling ‘of the police and the 
people, but when the procession passed all was 
still. save the steady tramp of the marchers, the 
rumble of the heavy guns, the roll of muttied 
drums and the dirges ofthe tands, Once there 
was a momentary effort at band-ciapping, as Gen- 
eral Hancock rode by alone, but it died in 
the very attempt. Many ol the houses on Fifth 
avenue were handsomely draped, As the 
procession entered Broadway, the show of black 
became profuse, and flage everywhere were seen 
at half mast. The crowds down town were denser, 
tco, and the police had greater difficulty in re- 
‘training them, butat no time was the route in- 
More thau an hour was necessary 
When the right entered 
the park the WAS still 
f mile away at Houston street, 
W henjtbe procetsionjarrived at the city hall it was 
efter seven o'clock. The pieza directly in front 
of the steps leading up to the heavily draped por- 
tico of the hall had been kept clear by the 
police, but the;, walks throvgh the park and side- 
walks outside of it were packed. At length 
when the mounted police had made everything 
ready, Gepveral Hancock and his staff moved into 
the park followed by the Twenty-second regiment. 
Dismounting,General Hancock ascended the steps 

nd pi into the puilding. Here, beneath the 
canopy of black with v hich the ceiling 
of the ball is covered, he WH 
met by Major Grace, the president oi the board o! 
fi idermen, Sanger, and the mayor's private sec- 
retary, and escorted to the mayor’s oflice. The

entrance, anda moment later the carriage con-

IN THE CITY HALL. 

After them came the funeral car. AS it paused 
in front of the portico, and the preparations were 
mede for taking the coffin from the funeral Car, a 
dirge was played, A detachment of twelve menu 
from the Breeklyn U. 5. Grant post, No. 327, lifted 
the cofiin from its resting place and bore it to the 
The mournful music and the death-like 
silence of the onlookers made the 
scene wonderfully impressive. The people 
bowed their bared heads as the procession passed 
into the city hall. 
Grant, Jr., and Jesse Grant, dressed in black, fo! 
lowed the body into the hall,where the catalalque 
stood. They were received by the mayor. Then 
came the committee of one hundred,representiag 
the city of New York, the legislative committee, 
ihe members of the common counch 
of Albany, and others. When these 
bed passed around the catafalque, they leit the 
builéing. Night bad now settled down upon the 
scebe. Aiter the members of the Grant family had 
left the building. and the bands of music, soldiers 
end borremen had taken their departure, tae 
ec fin wes taken intoa private room, where it was 
opened and the body prepared for public view. 
Then, according to the request of Colonel Grant, 
Lieutenant Floyd Ciarkson placed upon General 
Grant's breast the decoration of the Loyal Legion 
of Honer, and Senior Vice-Commander Johnson 
fastened by its side the m edal of the Grand Army 
of the Republic.

Suggestions to Cleveland. 

WHY HE CANNOT DECLARE THE DAY A HOLIDAY, 

WASHINGTON, August 5.—The president is in 
receipt of a number of communications from dilf- 
ferent parts of the country suggesting and recom- 
mending that he decree next Saturday a na- 
tional Holiday, upen which day there shall be a 
suspensitn of both public and private business. 
The president is, however, not empowered to de: 
clare a national holiday, as his ju- 
risdiction in {hat respect does not extend 
beyond the limits of the district . of 
Columbia. His authority here is slmilar to that 
of governors in their respective states. The ad- 
visability or propriety of directing a suspension 
of private business in Washington has probably 
not occurred to the president, who felt that all 
action necessary had been taken in his proclama- 
tion of July 23d, in which he directed that all 
public business be suspended on the day of 
General Grant’s funeral. The president cannot 
make Saturday a legal holiday throughout the 
country beyond directing the suspension of public 
business, and recommending the suspension of 
private business, The former he has already 
cone, and the recommendation for the latter 
would not be at all compulsory.

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RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


The Annual! Reports Made to General New- 
ton, 

Wasuineton, August 5.—General Newton 
has received the annual report of Captain F. 
A. Hinlan, corps ofengineers,in charge of cer- 
tain riverand harbor improvements in Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina. On the improve- 
ment of the Norfolk harbor and its approaches 
$26,151 was expended during the past fiscal 
vear, and $2,000 remains available. Attention 
is called to the commercial importance of 
Norfolk, and the growth of its trade 
during the past year, and $507,/44 is 
given as the amount that could be profitably 
expended dyring the next fiscal year. On the 
improvement of the approach to Noriolk har- 
bor and the United States navy yard, between 
Lambert’s Point and Fort Norfolk, Va., only 
$35) was expended during the past fiscal year, 
and $49,618 remains available. It is expected 
to widen the twenty-five feet channel at least 
three hundred feet, and to remove the twenty- 
four feet shoal in the upper part of it. An ap- 
propriation of $255,600 is asked for the next 
liscal year. 

Captain William J. Rossell has submitted 
his annual report on the improvement of rivers 
and harbors in Florida, to General Newton, 
chiefofengineers. On theimprovement of the 
St. Johns river, Fla., $121,238 was expended 
during the first fiscal year, and $30,925 remains 
available. The object of the improvement is 
to form a permanent channel fifteen feet deep, 
end as wide as commerce demands. It is ex- 
pected to do this by building artificial banks 
orashoal. The improvement is reported in 
a promising state. It is estimated 
that $751,409 will be required for the comple- 
tion of the project, and that $600,000 could be 
profitably expended during the next fiscal 
year. An estimate of $120,000 is also submilt- 
ted for improving some defective reaches in 
the St. Jobns river. No money has been 
available since July 1, Iss4, for the improve- 
mentof Key West harbor, and therefore no 
work has been carried on. It is estimated 
that $115,000 will be required to complete the 
project, and that $5,500 could be profitably 
expended during the next fiscal year. The 
following is a summary of the other improve- 
ments under Captain jiussell’s charge:

A RICHMOND MAN'S QUBER DISAP- 
PEARANCE, 


A Leader in Sporting Circles Leaves the Country 
With the Oonfederate Soldiers’ Home Funds, 
and Lands in Canada—A Young Woman 
Believed to Have Gone with Him. 


Ricumonp, Va., August 5.—Ten or twelve 
days ago, Thomas W. Carpenter, secretary of 
the Virginia baseball association, and book- 
keeper for J. L. Schoolcraft, broker, disap- 
peared from this city. Various causes for his 
absence were assigned, but it now appears 
that he held the key tothe safety boxin the 
vault of the State bank, in which Mark 
Downey, a retired merchant, kept $33,000 in 
North Carolina and Petersburg, and class “B’’ 
Riddleberger bonds. Carpenter stole these, 
and is supposed now to bein Canada.. Some 
ot the bonds have come back here from Balti- 
more, where they were sold. 


Downey stated today that individually he 
did not care about his loss; that the stolen 
bonds, together with $2,000 more, making in all 
$40,000, had been put aside, the interest 
thereon to be paid annually to the confeder- 
ate Soldiers’ home, lately established in Riech- 
mond. He further said that the cottage 
which he is having built at the Soldiers’ 
home, would be completed, but the annuity 
which he desired to give to the inmates Ot the 
home would not, he regretted to say, be forth- 
coming, unless the stolen bonds are recover- 
ed.)’) The box in which Downey kept his 
securities was depositedin the vault of the 
state bank of Virginia. There were duplicate 
keys tothe box. Downey keptone and the 
other was in Schoolcraft’s box. Schoolcratt 
also kept his box in the State bank vault and 
Carpenter was entrusted with carrying it to 
and from the bank, which afforded him am- 
ple opporeney of getting into Downey’s box 
with the duplicate key. Schoolcraft declined 
to make any statement in the matter, saying 
he was not prepared at this time to say any- 
thing in regard to it. He stated, 
however, that Carpenter had been in his “em- 
ployment a number of years, having filled 
the responsible position of bookkeeper and 
was always regarded asa correct and upright 
business man. Carpenter is about twenty- 
eight years ofageand has a wite and two 
children. A few days ago Schoolcraft re- 
ceived a letter from Carpenter in which he 
acknowledged having taken the negotiable 
paper. His explanation was that he had 
been speculating very largely and that the 
money had been used to pay his losses. 

In a letter to Schoolcraft, Carpenter con- 
fesses having at different times fn the past 
robbed him of $4,000, and that he left in 
Schoolcaft’s safe $5,000 to pay that amount 
with interest to date. Schoolcraf, however, 
“declined to keep the money, and turned it 
over to Downey, believing that it was part of 
the funds stolen fromthat gentleman. It is 
currently reported that a young woman ac- 
companied Carpenter in his flight.

A Biocdy Tragecy, in which Two Women Attack 
an Honest Wife,end then Murder Ger Hus- 
band for Coming to her Relief—4 Shock- 
ing Hecital of the Difficulty, 


Fort Gaines, Ga, August 5 —|Special.}—Ac- 
cording to the evidence given before the jury of 
inquest, the killing of Marion Millirons, by Wil- 
lis Hudson, (a short account of which appeared in 
Sunday’s CONSTITUTION) was & most brutal and 
atrocious murder, in the perpetration of which 
Mrs. Sarah A. Roney aud Miss Isabella Roney, the 
motherend half sister of Hudson, took an active 


part. 
MRS. MILLIRONS ATTACKED, 


Mre. Millirons was washing at awell near Han- 
ecock’s mill, and her husband being too unwell to 
go to his daily work, was assisting her by drawing 
the water Hudson, arming himself with a double 
barrel shotgun, secreted himself in some bushes 
near the well, while his mother and sister went 
up and began a murderons assault upon Mrs, Mil 
lirons with battline sticks. Millirons went tothe 
rescue of his wife, offering no violence to the as 
sailants, but simply shielding his wife from their 
blows, in doing which his arms were badly bat- 
tered and bruised. 

THE HUSBAND SHOT DOWN. 

Being thus foiled in their attempt to kill Mrs, 
Millirons, the two women turned upon Mr, Milli- 
rons, one grasping hisarm, the other pounding 
him with the battling stick. Justat this juncture 
Willis Hudson ran up, and placing the muzzleof 
his gun within a few feetof him, discharged the 
whole loadin his back. Millirons sank down 
immediately, and thetwo fiends in female form 
continued to beat Lim while in the agonies of 
death, @ 

Mrs. Millirons, coming up to the relief of her 
dying husband, was again assaulted by the wo- 
men, knock«d down, and would have been killed, 
bad she not been rescued by parties attracted to 
the scene by the report of the gun. 

THE WOMEN ARRESTED. 

The two women were arresied and brought to 
town and had a preliminary trial yesterday, 
before Judge R. T. Feote, and were 
committed to jail without bond. These women 
seemed to have no conception of the enormity of 
their crime, but rather posed as heroines and 
laughed ard giggled during the trial, at what

THE BILL OOMES UP, 

Mr. Brandt having the floor proceaded with 
his remarks. He said in substance: 

When yousend these young criminals to 
your county chaingang for petty thefts, it is 
only 2 question of time,and a very short time, 


when they will reach the penitentiary. The 
‘uries, in trying young offenders, strain the 

nefits ot reasonable doubt rather than send 
shem to the chaingang, which means a moral 
death. The purpose of punishing crime is not 
only to deter othere, but when you punish a 
gan you should make him a better man. 

Wher don’t you suggest something better 
Bhan this bill ratber than try to tear it down? 
Mr. Brandt said he would vote for the bill as 
St stood unless something better was offered, 
gpd something better was offered he 
would vote for that. If 
the experiment was a failure, 
Zhe money would not all be lost, as the 

roperty could be soid again. Those who 
avor the bill might be in error, but if they 
were wrong, thank God, they would err on the 
pide of humanity and civilization. 

Mr. Humpbries, ot DeKalb, spoke in favor 
ofthe bill.

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REFORMING CRIMINALS. 

The discussion of the reform prison bill, 
so-called, that has been goirg on in the house 
of representatives, isexccedingly interesting. 
People will differ as to the necessity of such 
legisiation, but there can be no doubt that its 
consideration by the general assembly is 
timely. It is timely, because it will lead the 
good people of the state to consider another 
and a more serious problem that will haveto 
be tolved before a reform prison, or prison 
reform, can be expecied to accomplish any- 
thing 

This prob!em is ihe remarkable attitude of 
the negroes towardthe negro convicts, It is 
probable that we have alluded to this matter 
befcre, but it is worth alludingto again. 
There is not a negro convict in the chain- 
geng today, no matter what the nature and 
extentof his crime; but knows that he will 
be regaided in the light of a martyr when he 
issues fromthe prison. Not only this, he 
will be feasted and made much of,and he 
will fee), if he has any feeling atall in the 
matter, that it is worth serving in the chain- 
gang to be macethe recipient of the honors 
which are forcedon him. Cake-walks are 
organized for his benefit, and heis made to 
understand that it isa very fine thing to bea 
griminal and a graduate of a chaingang. 

So long as the negroes coniinue to make 
crime a badge of social distinction and to re- 
gard the chaingang as an institution which 
confers honor instead of shame on its gradu- 
at«s, just eo long will prison reform prove to 
be upavailabie. The thing to reform is the 
the attitude of the negroes. Just how this 
reform. is to be brought about we do not 
know. 

It isa matier,- however, that ought to be 
brought to the attention of the negro preach- 
ers and /eaders, But just here is another 
difficulty. In the Fulton county chaingang 
there isa negro who is serving aterm for 
cheating end swindling, and his church has 
made repeated efforts to pay him out. He 
wasone of the pillars, and the other mem- 
bers feel] lonely without him. 

If there is to be eny neform at all, it should 
begin before the prison doors open and cloge. 


THE MODERN ARGUMENT, 

President Cleveland's reply to the irrepres- 
sible cattlemen was what everybody expect- 
ed it would be, concise and emphatic. These 
men, who haye been engsged in violating 
the law, uncer every republican administra- 
tion, have been considerably puffed up with 
their importarce, apd their recent visit to

The decisions whereby 
these whisky men have been permitted to 
vee, without interest, millions of dollars of 
the peoples’ money have been brought about 
by bribery and corruption, but the argument 
they bave employed is precisely similar to 
that advanced by the cattlemen. They say 
to the government, ‘‘We have alarge amount 
of capital at stake, and if we are compelled 
to use a part of itto pay our taxes we shall 
be embarrassed.”’ . 

That isthe modern argument in favor of 
wropg-doing. Don’t pester capital! Let it 
alone! Let it opprees the poor and work 
injustice to the whole country; but don’t 
pester it, because if you do, the capitalists 
will lose something or other, or fail to make 
as much #6 they thought they would. 
CONCERNING HOLINESS AND FAITH 

CURES. 

In the Jast number of The Way of Life, a 
paper published at Gainesville ‘for the pro- 
motion of holiness,” the Rey. A. J. Jarrell, 
of Athens, bas a very interesting communi- 
cation. 

Alluding to the controversy over the doc- 
trine of holiness, Mr. Jarrell admits that the 
believers in it are largely to blame for the 
present discussion. They have done wrong, 
Mr. Jarrel] seys, vot knowingly, but they 
have blundered, and a blunder was signal 
enough for the attack. 

The mistake bas been madein linking 
faith-bealing with the work of spreading 
boliness. Itis not needed asa partof the 
work, and when God answers prayer and re- 
etores the sick, it should be kept to ourselves. 
The fact should not be published. Says Mr. 
Jarrell: ‘By the grace of God we will never 
be a party to any such course. It is simply 
revoitirg to Christian intelligence to run be- 
fore the pub.ic, or into the press, with a case 
of faith-healing every time Christians pray 
for the sick and they recover, and then to 
have controversies through the press as to 
whetber it was medicine or grace that did 
the work, as though it could not be both, or 
even reither.I do not speak too strongly when 
I sey this is revoliing to Christian intelli- 
vence,’’ 

The holiness people, according to this 
writer, have nothing to do with faith-heal- 
ing. They weresent to rescue men from 
their sins, rot their aches. Another blunder 
has been in being drawn into print by 
jeporters, thus giving expression to views 
which are not representative. Doubtless the 
reporters misunderstand some things, and 
the persons in terviewed were not as care 
ful or es wise as they ought to have been. 
All the views of the holiness people are con- 
tained in Wesley’s little book. Those who 
ho!d apy other views are not representative 
men, end should leave the ranks forever. It 
is conced:d that ‘‘there has been the appear- 
ance of bousting and of uncharitableness’’ 
among the believersin holiness. But it has 
been only in appearance. Still, the ‘“‘appear- 
ance of evil’’ bas been there. Mr. Jarrell ap- 
peals to his brethren to be little, lowly and 
loving, and to do ell in their power, without 
eny parade of pumbers, reflections upon 
othere, or unchbaritableness to remove this 
appearance of evi: as others see if, 

These sre substantially the points con- 
tained in Mr. Jarre}l’s appeal ‘“‘to all lovers 
of bcliness in Georgia,’’ andthey will be 
reed with interest by those of our readers 
who have kept pace with the discussion of 
the question.

Every intelligent citizen of Geor- 
gia wLo wishes to keep informed on the or- 
ganic law of hia state should study Jadge 
Reese's paper carefully, and then file it away 
for refererce. It can’t be disguised that the 
friends of the present constitution will soon 
bave to fight for its existence. We are not 
these and concern ourselves but little from 
the standpoint of those who would defend it, 
We believe that it is cumbersome, unwisely 
restricted, awkward, illiberal and ont of 
keeping with the spirit of true material pro- 
grees with which Georgia isimbned and on 
which her destiny depends. It has been 
from first to last a hirdrance and an obs‘acle. 
Notbir g but a sense of economy and the gen- 
eral disposition to give even a lame experi- 
mentachance to work itself out, has kept 
the people frcm demanding iis revision long 
before this. As it isthere are two bills already 
introduced in the present general assembly 
looking towards the calling of a constitution- 
al conyention. These bills may not pass at 
the present session ; it is likely they will not; 
possibly itis best they should not. But it 
will be well for the intelligent voter to in- 
form himself, as we go along, on the history 
and the drift of the constitutions of our state. 
Constitution meking is likely to becomea 
live issue in the near future. Judge Reese’s 
paper is not only able and exhaustiv-, bui if

Our Firat Railroad, 


Reader, Griffin. Ga; Where and when ‘was the 
first railroad built in the United States? 

In the course of a peper read before the Frank- 
lin institute, bearing the title, ‘‘Transportation 
Facilities of the Past and Present,’’ Mr. Barnet Le 
Van corrects the commonly received statement 
that the Granite railruad, built at Quincy, 
Mass., in 1827, by Gridley Bryant, 
for trensporting stone for the Buaker 
Hill monument from the granite quarries of 
Quincy, was the firat railroad builtin the United 
States. On this point he presents interesting tes 
timony to prove that, far from being the first, 
the Granite railway was only the fourth in order 
of precedence in the United States. We quote 
from that ; ortion of the paper relating to the sub 
j. ct as follows: 

‘*Raijroads were also first introduced in Penn- 
sylvania. In September, 1809, the first experi- 
m+ nhtal track ip the United States was laid out by 
Jobb Thomson (the fatber of John Edgar Thom- 
son, Who was afterward the president of the Penna 
Sylvania rai/road company.) civil engineer of 
Deleware county, Pa., ana constructed under his 
direction by Somerville, arcotch millwright, for 
1 homas Leiper, of Philadelphia. It was i80 feet 
in length, and graded one and one-half 
inches to the yard. The gauge was four 
feet, and the sleepers eight feet 
apart. The experiment witb a ioaded car was so 
successiul that Leiper in the same year caused the 
first practical railro.d in the United States to be 
covstructed for the trausportation of stone from 
bis quarries on Crum creek to his landing on Rid- 
ley creek, in Delaware county, Pa, a distance of 
aboutone mile. It continued in use for nineteen 
years Some of the original foundations, consist- 
1pg Of rock in which holes were drilled. and after 
wero plugged with wood to receive the spikes for 
— the sleepers in place, may be seen to this 

ay.’’

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ATLANTA’S FIRST SHELL, 


The Vetern.. Who Fired it furns Up as One 
of Our Citizens. 

“In your ‘Constitutionals,’ a few days ago,’’ 
seid agentleman toa CoysTiITUTION reporter 
yesterday, ‘‘you had an item about the seasa- 
tion caused by the first shell thrown into At- 
lanta. I now have the pleasure of introduc- 
ing the man who fired that identical shell, 
Mr. G. W. Nash, of Minneapolis.’’ 

The reporter found in Mr. Nash a fine 
locking gentleman, with an intelligent face 
and a genial-expression. 

‘How about it, Mr. Nash?’ said the scribe. 
‘‘Is this really the case?” 

‘‘Yes,’’ was the pleasant replv. ‘I am sat- 
igfled that 1 sent the first shell into your city.” 

‘That wase—”’ 

“On the 20th of July, 1864, it I am not mis- 
taken. I was sergeant-major of Battery F, 
First Michigan light artillery, General Scho 
field’s corps. You see, shortly after crossing 
the Chattahoochee, we were under the im- 
preesion that the confederates had evacuated 
Atianta, and there was quite arivalry between 
the different corps to enter the city firat. We 
bed swung around tothe line of the Georgia 
railroad and pushed up the road in hot haste, 
expecting to come right in.” 

‘But you didn’t?” 

“No. When we reached a point about a 
mile andabalf from tbhecenter of town it 
occurred to General Soofield tha: our 
haste might be a little prema- 
ture. I recollect well how he wheeled his 
horse and came dashing up to our battery of 
ten pound Parrotts. ‘You had better send in 
ycur card,’ he shouted, ‘and see if the 1olks 
sre at home.’ With that we unlimbered a 
gun «nd trained iton the city, and I sent a 
ep pounder whizzing and screaming through 
the xir. Semeof you may remember it, as it 
was the only one sent in that day.’’ 

“We haven’t altogether forgotton it,”” said 
the reporter, ‘nor what followed. But why 
did you stop shelling?” 

‘*Well, our card tound the folks at home and 
prepared to receive company, although a little 
unwilling. Sucha brisk firing was as once 
commenced from the confed@@rate intantry that 
we fell back to the line occupied Y us in the 
fights of the 2ist and 22nd. here was 
20me skirmishing the remainder 
of the day, but the battle qyou will recollect 
did not come off until the 32d when McPaer- 
son was killed.”’ 

“Did your battery do much work during 
the siege?’ 

‘Yes, it was stationed near the line of the 
Georgia railroad and poured shell into the 
city straight along for over a month. Then 
it moved around and took part in the battle 
of Jonesboro. Atter that it was sent te Nash- 
ville to meet Hood.” 

“When did you next visit Atlanta?” 

‘‘Last May. Thecity, the people and the 
climate pleased meso well that | at once 
made arrangements to settle hero, I formed 
a conncction with Mr. Edwin Locke’s elevator 
enterprise, and will travel for it as general 
egent snd attorney, making my headquarters 
here. I shail bring my family shortly.’” 

‘You took a fancy to the place, then?”’ 

“Yes, | bave traveled in thirty-one states, 
and I like Atlanta and Minneapolis better 
than any places] haveseen. Your city is 
bound togrow. You talk of its reaching 100,- 
000 population. That is almost certain, but 
why should itstopthere? Then, I find no 
offensive sectional prejudice to con- 
tend with. Ex confederates, especially, 
are very corvial. With them _— the 
war belongs to the pest. They will sit down 
and talk with me over the little incident I 
bave related to you withouta particle of ill- 
feeling. In fact, when I find any of the old 
war prejudice it is generally on the part of 
those who did no fighting. Yes, I propose to 
make Atlanta my home. It is true that | 
shook her up rather rudely 
twenty one years ago, but that 
wes an unpleasant duty at the time. It could 
not have been otherwise, and I have no apol- 
ogies to make for it.”’ 

Mr. Nash is a fine type of the northwestern 
man. He will soon find himself as much at 
home here as in Minneapolis, and will doubt- 
less work as zealously to build up Atlanta as 
he once did to destroy it, Time works won- 
derful changes.

DOWN AN EMBANKMENT 


ANOTHER RAILROAD ACCIDENT, 
CAUSING LOSS OF LIFg 


The Bouth-Bound Puesenger Train of the Richmond 
end Denville Reilrcad Meets With en Acci- 
dent, in Which Oonductor Ransom is 
Killed and Several Others Iojured. 


Two sleepers and two passenger coaches of the 
fouth bound passenger train of the Atlanta and 
Charlotte Air Line, due here at noon yesterday, 
were detached three miles north of Welford and 
five miles from Spartanburg at 7:30 in the morn- 
ing. The train was coming out of acut on a down 
grade, and the accident occurred as the train 
was patsing over a reversed curve, at the 
rate of thirty five miles an hour. The loco motive, 
mail end baggage cars stuck te the track, while 
the second and first-class cars and two sleepers 
left the rail. The second-elass car was badly 
wrecked, falling down an embankmant, turning 
over and righting itself up again, while the first- 
Clats coach was hurled a distance of seventy feet 
from the track, turning over several times, and 
finally settling on its sida. 

The first of the two sleepers was precipitated 
te the foot of the fill, while the second did not cet 
out of the cut, and when it left the track fell 
against itsside. Inthe first class car there were 
seven passengers, who had boarded the train at 
Spartanburg. Inthe second class coach there were 
twelve passengers, and in tne two sleepers there 
were a8 maby more, 

Couductor Jobu Ransom was sitting in the sec- 
ond Cass car when the avcideet occurred. As soon 
98 the movement of his car indicated that it was 
off the track, be made a grab for the danger sig- 
nal, but did not mach it as he was instantly 
huried irom his feet againet the ceiling of the 
coach, Alter the accident he was picked up 
found to be fatally injured.

and Mrs. J. M. Price, ot Jeffers°n City, Mo.

Passing to the constitution of 1868, we fina 
changes again in the organization of the legisla 
tive department.

His 
powers, as fixed by the constitution of 1759 
were not changed by the constitution of i795. Tae 
coLstiitutieon of 1798 continued the election of goy 
ernor as provided by the constitution of 1735 and 
nacre no change in his powers. 

The executive department was enlarged in 1738 
by the creation of two new new offices, those of 
treasurer aud surveyor general, In 1823, by an 
#menomenttothe constitution, the election of 
goverpor was taken from the general assembly and 
vested in the people. The contitutional conven- 
tion of 186! made no change inthe mode of elect- 
ing the governor or bis term of office and general 
powers. Be wastirst allowed by this constitation 
to veto a part of an approoriation bill. The offices 
of secretery of state and comptroller-general were, 
by this constitution, mace constitutional offices 
snd added to the executive department and re- 
quired to be filled by the general assembly. 

The constitution of 1865 made few changesin the 
executive department. It madethe governor in 
eligible for a period of four years after the expira- 
tion of his second term It exiended hie power of 
parcon tocases of treason and murder aiter Con- 
vyiclion 

By the constitution of 1868 theterm of office of 
the roverhor was exts nde trom two to four yerrs 
snc allrestriction on re-election was removed. 
Under this constitution be was allowed to pardon 
iki all Cares before and after convic 


tien except in cases of impeachment, 


| The present constitution, succeeding that of LA6S, 


reduces the term ol office of governor from four to 
two years, and again restricts his re eligtbi ity 
niter ascrvice of two terms in succession. The 
pardo) ing power is limited to cases of conviction. 
Ai: the fices of the executive department are to 
be filleo by popular elections. Tue salarics of the 
cflicers of tbis department are fixed by the cou 

stitution and atsuch amountsas are totally in- 
udequate for the duties of the offices. 

It thus appears that the office of governor has 
been filled at ene time by the house of assembly, 
corresponding to the house of representatives; at 
another by the senate from three persons selected 
by the houre of representatives; at another by the 
Febate ana houre assembied in joint session; at 
another bythe people. The term of office of the 
goverpor fiom 1777 10 1877 bas been of different 
periods, one, two and tour years. 

The tirst constitution of the state provided for 
the acmipnistration of justice through a court 
called the superiorcourt, held twice yearly in 
each county of the state by a chief jastice of the 
whole state and three assistant justices from 
eech county; a court conducted bya register of 
probate in each county; and courts held in each 
county by justices of the peace, Jurors attended 
the tuperior court, from whose decisions in civil! 
cases ap appeal was allowed to a special jury. 
There was no other provision for a new trial than 
by this singie appeal to a special jury 

The provisions of this constitution as to the 
verve o! civiland criminal cases have beeu fol- 
lowed in allot the constitutions of the state, De 
fcondante in civil cases were to be sued in the 
county ot their residence. Contests respecting 
real estate were to be tried where the real estate 
wes fituated, and criminal ofleuses in the county 
where committed 

The term of office, under the constitution of 
1777, ot the chief jastice and assistent justices, 
register of probate and justice of the peace, was at 
the wil! of the legislature. The mode of election 
of these officers was by the house of assembly. 

The constitution of 1789 provided that superior 
courta shoulda be held twice yearly fm each conaty, 
ard should have jurisdiction of all cases,civil aud 
criminai, except such as might be referred to in- 
ferior courts The judges of the superior court 
weie elected by the general assembly and their 
term of «flice fixed at three years. By this con- 
stitntion, judges were allowed to grant one new 
trie! in all cases tried by them, and no more. The 
limitation on the power of the legislature to in- 
crease Or Giminish the salary of the judges of tue 
superior court Guring their term of office (iouud 
in ali of ourconstitutions but the first) was a part 
of the constitution of 1789. The constitutivn ot 
1795 mede no change 1n the judicial department 
established in 1789. Judicial powers were, by the 
coustitution of 1798, vested in superior courts and 
such other courte of inferior jurisdiction as tne 
legislature thould create—a form of ex- 
pression followed substantially in all succeeding 
constitutions as to courts inferior to the superior 
court. Judges of the superior court, uoder this 
constitution, were elected by the general assem 
bly for a period of three years, and justices of tue 
inferior courts. elected in the same mode, were to 
continue in office during good behavior. The su~ 
perior courts hed exclusive jurisdiction of all 
suits respecting real estate and criminal cases 
and {fuil power by writ of certiorari to 
correct proceedipgs of courts inferior to 
it. The power to grant writs of prohibi. 
tion, mandsmus, scire-facias, and all other 
writs necessary to the exercise of its powers was 
covferrea on the superior court by the constitu 
tion of 1798 In 1819, by amendment of this con 
stitution, the election of justices of inferior courts 
was given to the ple 

Prior to 1886 the term of judges of the superior 
court was extended from three to four years. By 
constitutional amendment in 1543, a supreme 
court, copsisting of three judges to be elected by 
the general assembly fora term of six years, was 
established. By another amendment of the con 
stitution in 1850, vhe court of ordinary, as now 
known, was created. In 1852 the constitution of 
1798 wes amended so as to give the election of 
judges of the superior court to the voters of the 
respective circuits of the siate. The constitution 
of }861 required judges of the supreme and supe 
rior courts to be appointed by the governor by and 
with the advice and consent of two thirds of the 
sepate, It did not limit the term of office of 
supreme cout judges, ieaving that to be regulated 
by the legislature, buat did fix the term of office of 
sv perior court judges at four years. This constt- 
tution desigpated the venue in suits in equity to 
be ip any cour ty of the state in which a defead- 
ant resided egainkt whom substantial relief was 
sepebt. The constitution of 1865 restored the 
election of judges of the supreme court to the 
legislature and made the term of office six yesrs,; 
it gave the election of judges of tae superior court 
to the voters of the different circuits and fixed 
the term of office at four years. Under the cousti- 
tution of 1868, judicial powers were vested ina 
supreme court. superior courts, district courts, 
courts of ordinary, justice courtsand such other 
couris as the legislature might establish. The 
judges of the supreme, superior and district 
ccurte were all to be appointed by the governor 
by and with the advice and consent of a majority 
of the senate, and their terms of office were Gx-d 
as follows—of the supreiife court judges at twelve 
years, and of the superior court judges at eight 
years,

a jurisdiction of the supreme and superior 
courts Waa not materially changed by the consti- 


tution of 1868. A new office, however 
of great importance was created and made a part 
of the juscicial department, that of attorney gen- 
eral. Its incumbent was to be the legal adviser of 
the entire executive department and wo represent 
the state iu all civil and criminal cases 
in the supreme court, and the superior courts 
wi en requested s0 to do the governor. 

This +pecial feature of the constitution of 1868 
deserves the highest commendation. 

The provision ofthe constitution of 1868 for se 
lecting juries for the trial of civil and criminal 
cares showed a justappreciation of the situation 
of the state which it would have been wise to have 
followed in 1877. It preserved for the trial of im- 
porisnt civiland criminal cases a fair proportion 
of the most reliable citizens of the state, 

Coming tothe constitution of 1877, we meet 
more changes as to the eleciion of judges of the 
aapeeme and superior courts and their terms of 
oiice. There officers sre required by itto be 
elected by the general arsembiy, and their terms 
are reduced toa period of six years for supreme 
court judges and of four years for superior court 
jucges By that constitution the legislature is 
authorized to confer equity jurisdiction upon the 
common law courts;a provision which we hope 
will soop be executed. Another valuable change 
moe by this constitution is that of allowing the 
venue to be changed in civil and criminal cases. 

Reviewing the different constitutions of the 
state, we find the terms of supertor court jadges 
have been at the will of the iegislature: tor three 
sears, for four years and for eight years. We fiad 
the mode of ejection of these 
judges to have been by a singie house, by the sea- 
ate and house in joint session, by the people, by 
the governor with the advice and consent of two 
thirds and of a majority of the senate Supreme 
court judges bave been elected by the general 
fesemb)y and appointed by the governor, by and 
with the advice and consentof the senate, and 
their terms of office have been for six and twelve 
years. 

Having finisbed this review of the different con- 
stitutions which have existed in this state duriog 
a single century, we ask what are the conclusions 
to be derived from such review. 

The first constitution, that of 1777, shows that it 
Was Made by a people recently reieased from the 
contiol of astrong government, wild with the 
sp'ritof freedom, confident in their capacity to 
make Jaws for themselvesand determine tireir 
meaningand application, unrestricted by vetoes’ 
o] goyesnors or opinions of judges. 

The constitutions of 1789 and 1798 represented 
the reaction against the provisions of that of 1777, 
which made the house of assembly, a single body, 
omnipot; nt to make jaws and the juries omnipo- 
tent to apply and construe them. 

The constitution of 1861, the most finished and 
completely drawn lustrumentof government of 
apy we have eyer had, manifested the 
ees of the people against election of judges 
yy the people or legislature and their hostility 
to legislation compeliing the tax payersof the 
rg contribute to works of internal improve- 
ment. 

The constitution of 1565, in its reservation of the 
right to claim compensation for emancipated 
slaves, its provision for aseparate administration 
oflawsto freedmenand reservation of control 
over them, its return to election of judges by the 
people, showed thatthe men who made it failed 
to comprehend thesituation. 

The constitution of 1868 followed closely that of 
1861, but in its excessive homestead, its unlimited 
provisicn for education, its offerof state aid to 
every part of thertate, ali designed to propitiate 
favor and estab)ish the supremacy of a pariy, fur- 
nished the means of its own destruction, 

The constitution of 1877, while it contains wise 
and necessary restrictions against the use of state 
and muvicipal credit, which represent the reac- 
tion against the state-aid and educational featares 
of the constitution of 1865,errs in its penuriousness 
tcwards the officers of the government. The 
shamefu! abuses attending elections of judges by 
the legislature, the frequent elections of governor 
and ttatehouse officers, x jury 
tystem which places the final determination of 
rights of property and person with the youthful 
and inexperienced portion of the people, the 
enormous amounts of time and money consumed 
by the legislature cannot be eudured. 

The treasurer of, the association, Mr. S.

JUDGE CLARK ON APPELLATE COURTS.» 


A paper on “appellate courts” was read by 
Judge John T. Clarke, of the Southern circuit. 
He said he appeared in the discharge of a 
duty which had been assigned . to 
him the executive committee. 
The subject had been assigned to him sand 
had not presented the charms which one ol 
bis own selection might hava afforded. 

He reviewed the origin of appellate courts 
and spoke freely of the faults which have of- 
ten derogated from their dignity and impair- 
ed their usefulness. 

The essay was written in lucid, 
strong and pleasant style. It was full 
of yaluable tuggestions admirably expressed 
and throughout its reading received the clos 
est aitention.

circuit, who shall, with the solicitor general, 
pess upon sil applications for license to prac- 
tice law. No person shall be allowed to prac- 
tice without such license, except those alrealy 
licensed, those licensed by other states, and 
the greduates of the law school of the state 
ubiversity end the law school of 
Mercer university. The bill requires 
good moral character, a study 
of law for thirty months in the three years di- 
rectly preceding the admission. It prescribes 
the subjects on which the applicant shall be 
€xamined, 

A bill had also been submitted by Mr. 
Washington Dessau, of Macon, a member of 
the committee. The bill had been received 
alter Mejor Cumming’s bill had been sent to 
the secretary.

He declared st ho therse toer 
bad been no regular sysieiu of legal examina 
tion jn Georgia ws ea cendition precedent o1 
admitsion to the bar. It has beon a mere 
matter of form. A candidate 
admitted whether qualified or not. Who ever 
heard of one being rejected? The bar o' 
Georgia 18 full of fine lawyers. It willcompare 
faverably with the bar of any state in the 
union; but this is true not by reason of our 
system of legal training, but in spite of it. 
Legal «ducation implies much more than the 
mere fittipg of a man to pass an examination 
before acourt. If the committees had been 
left tree it might have gone a great deal 
further. It could have spoken in 
blistering terms of certain practices which 
now obtain in the practice of the law in 
Georgia Legal education implies the stiz- 
matizing of alllow and commercial methods 
in seeking business and degrading a noble 
profession. [Applause]. He argued that 
thirty months was a time sufficiently brief. 
Other learned professions require fully so 
long a period of preparation ; generally a much 
longer one. 

Major R. N. Ely thought the bill might be 
so amended as to become acceptable. 

Colonel P. L. Mynatt offered an amendment 
to the section requiring the student to have 
studied thirty months within the three yoars 
next preceding the application for admissioa 
in some law school or in a lawyer’s office. His 
amendment made thirty months’ study at any 
time and anywhere a sufficient term. 

Major Ely moved to made the term eighteen 
months. 

Mr. Joel A. Billups said he had concluded 
tbat no legislation is needed on this subject, 
The fault now lies in the lack of moral tirm- 
ness on the part of the bar in not enforcing 
existing laws on this subject. We seldom see 
cendidates refused admission now  be- 
cause committees do not do their duty. 
jt is not a fact that candidates are never re- 
fused admission in Georgia. In a_ certain 
circuit it is done frequently, but in a way 
to spare mortification to the feiling. candidate. 
One of the unfair provisions of the bill is that 
it requires thirty months study of students 
who do notgo to @ university law school, 
whereas those who go to tuch schools can 
obtain a license after nine months study., 

Mr. George D. Thomas said it was admitted 
that the existing law as executed is bad. It 
is a bad law even if itshould be well execu- 
ted. In many i of the _ circuits 
the epplicant elects his own 
committee of examination. 

It is true that a student may finish a course 
atthe university law school now in nine 
months, but if this bill is passed the grade of 
the curriculum there will be raised. There is 
no chance to hold a student at the law school 
now for two years when he can sit in his room 
end reed Blackstone two weeks and be admit- 
ted. Among seventy students whom he in- 
structed he had never seen one who could fit 
himself for the practice in one year’s study. 

Mr. W. B. Hill asked that Mr. Dessau, wao 
bad arrived since the morning session, should 
read the bill he had seg et on this 
subject. Mr. Dessau sai e had given 
the subject some thought, and he had incorpo- 
rated his ideas upon itin the form of a bill. 
His bill required the appointment of five law- 
yers by the supreme court to constitute a b vard 
of examiners for all candidates for adm ssion 
to the ber in this state. This board should 
report to the supreme courtat each September 
term. This provision, Mr. Dessau said, would 
destroy the pernicious effects of local inilu- 
ence, bow experienced in the methods of ad- 
mission. The bill also prescribes the 
matier vpon which the applicant shail 
be examined. The examiners are 
required to meet in Atlanta to examine sppli- 
cants for admission. 

Mr. J. J. Jones moved to lay the whole 
matter on the table. Lost by a vote of 35 
to 10. 

General Lawton spoke strongly in favor of 
more closely guarding admission to the bar. 
It would be better to abolish all admission to 
the bar than to Jeave the method as it is now. 
If the stetutes > ig sufficient, = 
the experience of the other states goes 
nothing.
